VATICAN CITY (A P) — Pope 
Paul VI said today he wanted to 
“ talk peace” with China’s Com­ 
munist leaders. 


Some Vatican sources inter­ 
preted this as virtually an offer

Groomed as 


Space DJ 


WASHINGTON

m mature mouse no larger than 
a man s thumb has been fitted 
with pea-size radio transm itter 
and is being groomed for possi­ 
ble future space journeyi. 
Dr. Orr E. Reynolds, director 
of bioscience program s for the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, 
displayed 
the 
mouse, one of several of a des­ 
ert variety that never drinks 
water, at a briefing on space 
research Thursday. 
“ You’ve heard of astrobugs — 
this is astromouse," Reynolds 
said. “ He is a desert mouse of 
the Southwest, a pocket mouse 
and has a lot of capabilities for 
space research. 
“ He doesn't need water, eats 
only sunflower seed, and has no 
liquid excretion." 
Reynolds said one of the in­ 
strumented mice may be sent 
into orbit along with three 
as­ 
tronauts and in an Apollo space­ 
craft. 
Another may be sent far out 
into space in a probe in a study 
of biological specimens outside 
the earth s gravitational sphere. 
The tiny radio transm itter was 
planted in the cheek pouch nor­ 
mally used by the mouse to 
store food. Reynolds said the 
transm itter also could be placed 
in the animal’s abdomen. 
Whenever 
Reynolds 
held 
a 
receiver near the mouse, the 
signals 
from 
the 
animal’s 
transm itter 
could 
be 
heard 
clearly. But the mouse contin­ 
ued nibbling food unconcerned. 
Reynolds 
said 
the 
radio 
telemetry equipment could con­ 
tinue broadcasting the mouse’s 
tem perature for six months. 
He said some hospitals are 
planning to test the use of the 
miniature transm itter in inter­ 
nal studies of persons suffering 
from ulcers or other stomach or 
intestinal disorders. 
The patient would swallow the 
small transmitter.

Conn., complained about Yor- 
ty ’s style of city leadership 
Their harsh words touched off 
a deluge of letters. Kennedy’s 
office reported he got about 900, 
and said they ran 4 to-1 in Yor- 
tv ’s defense.

Ribicoff and the Senate sub­ 
com m ittee on executive reor­

Ribicoff and the subcom m ittee 
and defended the Los Angeles 
mayor.

Yorty, home in Los Angeles, 
charged the criticism was all 
part of a plot designed to help 
propel Kennedy to the White 
House.

“ While it is true that the m ay­

Ev ery time we ask 
or read about this condition we 
get a different confusing defini­ 
tion. Could you clarify tile m ean­ 
ing of schizophrenia and perhaps 
take the blame off the younger 
brother?

First, of course, is the fact that 
a young man is in a mental in­ 
stitution because he is a schizo­ 
phrenic. Sad. too is the fact that 
another young man may hav e 
his own life ruined because he is 
unfairly accused of being re­ 
sponsible for his brother’s ill­ 
ness and incarceration. 
Schizophrenia 
is 
a 
highly 
complex form of sev ere mental 
illness. 
Unfortunately, 
there 
is no standard, clear - cut defini­ 
tion because the condition has 
so many v ariations. 
Almost ev ery school of psych- 
itary aud psychoanalysis ba s 
its own pet definition of this I 
“ s p l i t personality” condition 
which can take different forms 
in different people. The best w ay | 
to clarify your confusion would I 
be to consult tile particular doc­ 
tor who is treating your cousin. 
It is totally unfair to accuse 
any one person of causing schiz- 
ophcmia in another. The young- 
' cr brother certainly suffers, as 
do Ole parents, because his old­ 
er brother is mentally ill. Rath­ 
er than point accusing fingers, 
1 the f a rn i I y should consolidate 
its strength to lighten the bur­ 
den and help the patient in ev ery 
way possible.

We had noticed a shortage of 
Jap an e se beetles and an ab u n ­ 
dance of birds in our yard d u r­ 
ing the su m m er, the birds m ust 
be eating the beetle grubs, we 
concluded, and decided to r e ­ 
w ard them with a feeding s ta ­ 
tion during the winter months. 
T here also was the hope the b ee­

would

around for another sum m er, of 
course. 


A quick inspection of availa 
hie bird feeders — and their 
cost — prom pted a decision to 
build one. This cam e to $2.10 in

time. It w as installed on a fence 
post about four feet outside the 
kitchen window and filled with 
IP cents worth of w ild birdseed. 


One day passed, and another, 
with nary a bird. Finally one 
brave 
little 
fellow 
circled 
around the feeder and landed on 
a nearby tree. A coupe others 
joined him. But they flew aw ay 
without eating. 


The next day was the big one. 
What a joyous m om ent it was 
when the wife, breathless, raced 
upstairs to report that a 
bird 
actually had landed on the feed­ 
er 
and 
w as 
taking 
tentative 
peeks at the seed. 


We stood there, hand in hand, 
feeling like parents seeing their 
first baby together for the first 
time. 


And then the word got around 
to the feathered world — and to 
the squirrels in a neighbor’s big 
tree. 
Soon the bird feeder looked 
like the flight deck of a carrier, 
with birds taking off and land­ 
ing every minute. I bought five 


m ore pounds of seed, this batch 
with a few m ore big sunflower 
seeds that the big blue-colored 
birds with top knots—blue jays, 
we were sure—seem ed to like.

Supposedly Adzhubci c a r ­ 
ried an offer from K hrushchev 
to trade an East G erm an settle­ 
ment, unification end all, for 
cash gild industrial equipm ent. 
This offer was interpreted 
as 
treason by the forces in Moscow 
that shortly 
replaced K hrush­ 
chev with Brezhnev and Kosy­ 
gin. Bela’s account, which 
he 
passed on as presum ably relia­ 
ble hearsay, 
has 
never 
been 
confirmed or denied. It is worth 
setting down here for historians 
to investigate. 
Now that Bela is gone, who 
will take up the cause of Hun­ 
garian political prisoners who 
have not yet been am nestied for

successful 1956 Hungarian Rev­ 
olution. which had to 
be su p ­ 
pressed by those Russian tanks? 
Tile mood, as decreed by the 
White House, is all for “ bridge­ 
building” between the U. S. and 
E a s t e r n Europe, and when 
you a re negotiating to anchor 
the abutm ents of bridges the 
truth c a n be uncom fortable. It 
takes someone of Bela F ab ian 's 
sj>ecial steel to keep rem inding 
us that there rem ains, despite 
the softening of r e c e n t years 
a yawning difference between 
captive peoples and the Com­ 
m unist governm ents th a t still 
sit upon them .

A dour Communist theoretici­ 
an is the No. I targ et now of the 
apparently dom inant faction in 
Red China in an intense strug­ 
gle for power. 
“ He is such a dull dog to have 
such influence,” a Western dip­ 
lom at once said of the chairm an 
of Com m unist China’s govern­ 
m ent. fragile silver-haired Liu 
Shao-chi. 
Before the power struggle be­ 
gan in earnest last August, Liu 
Shao-chi was widely regarded 
as the heir apparent to the ag- j 
ing chairm an of the C om m unist1 
party and father of China’s Red ; 
revolution, Mao Tse-tung. 
Today, Liu appears to have ! 
been pushed down the ladder of 
the hierarchy, below a num ber 
of relative newcomers. 
Although Liu is under heavy 
attack from the partisans of the 
faction headed by Defense Min­ 
ister Lin Piao, who evidently 
has 
had 
Mao’s 
blessing, 
the 
.struggle is not yet over. Liu is 
believed still to have resources 
of power, 
particularly among 
the party-controlled labor un­ 
ions. 
Liu is accused by the Mao Lin 
faction, and by the teen-age Red 
G uards who have spearheaded 
their attack, of having “ taken 
the capitalist road “ and of lean­ 
ing tow ard 
“ modern revision­ 
ism .” T hat’s their term for the 1 
Soviet brand of com m unism . 
Should Liu lose the struggle, it 
would be an ironic end for a 
long career as Mao Tse-tung’s 
chief com rade in arm s and ad­ 
viser 
throughout 
the 
Chinese I 
Com munist 
revolution. 
His 
career, his family and perhaps | 
even his life are im periled. 
“ A party m em ber is required 
to sacrifice his personal inter­ 
ests unconditionally,” Liu has 
said. 
In the West, Liu would be 
known as an organization man. I 
On the surface he appears cold, 
emotionless.

Liu was born in 1898, the son j 
of a well-to-do teacher in the 
Ninghsiang area of Hunan Prov­ 
ince. 
He went to Shanghai in his 
early years, where he becam e a 
trade unionist and student of! 
M arxism . 
“ I knew only th at socialism 
was good,” Liu said 
later. 
He joined the Comm unist par­ 
ty in 1922 and was sent to Mos­ 
cow m 1923 with a revolutionary 
group called Toilers of the East. 
But he was not happy there, 
saying 
Russians never under­ 
stood the Chinese. Despite his 
coldness to Moscow, the view 
that he favored the Soviets p er­ 
sisted for many years. 
He returned to China rn 1925 
and joined Cnou En-lai, n o w 
prem ier, in Shanghai in Com 
m unist labor organization.

TODAY’S lesson begins with 
an account of Christ’s first re­ 
corded sermon. After His bap­ 
tism and Temptation, Christ 
preached and taught in the area 
around the Sea of Galilee before 
returning to His home in Naza­ 
reth. There, aa was HU habit, 
He went into the synagogue on 
the Sabbath and was asked to 
read the Scriptures.

Messianic passage, Isaiah 61, a 
prophecy written 700 years be­ 
fore, setting forth the five great 
tasks the Messiah would accom­ 
p l i a m o n g men. After the 
reading and return of the scroll 
to the Ark, Jesus informed His 
listeners that the prediction of 
the ancient prophet was ful­ 
filled; that He, Himself, was the 
promised Messiah.

Ruby, 55, was to be b ur­ 
ied beside his parents, in the 
family plot in Westlawn Cem e­ 
tery. 
The body, attired in a black 
suit, black tie. white shirt and 
the Jewish prayer shawl and 
skullcap, was laid in a bronze 
casket. 
Newsmen were perm itted by 
the fam ily to enter the chapel 
Thursday. 
An 
American 
flag 
was draped over the casket to 
represent Ruby’s service in the 
Army Air Corps during World 
W ar II. 
There will be no headstone or 
m arker placed on Ruby’s grave 
for a year. A spokesm an for the 
funeral chapel said this is in 
part because of Jew ish tradition 
and also because of the threat of 
desecration by curious persons. 
Ruby died Tuesday in Dallas 
from a blood clot and com plica­ 


tions caused by cancer. 
Ruby shot Oswald Nov. 24, 
1963 in the basement of the Dal­ 
las police station two days after 
an assassin’s bullets felled P re s­ 
ident 
Kennedy. 
Oswald

sion as the president’s killer 
Ruby was convicted of m ur­ 
der for the Oswald shooting, but 
the Texas Court of Criminal Ap­ 
peals nullified the verdict.
